RAILWAY WRECK 


At Topeka, Kansas, Caused by Care- 
lessness of Train Men--Express 
Collides With Stock Train.

The doctors announce that all 
will recover. It is thought that 
carelessness of the trainmen caused 
the wreck. They were instructed to 
meet a freight train at Willard. The 
engineer and conductor of the pzs- 
sengsr train, noting that a freight 
stood on the side track at Willard, 
rushed through, thinking that this 
was the one which they had been or- 
dered to pzess, and-then collided with 
a special stock train while going at a 
speed of sixty miles an hour.
